26. (currently amended) A method according to claim 25, wherein the processor activity is 
determined by monitoring counting i nput/output operations by the processor.

28. (currently amended) A method of computer performance management, comprising: 
mo litoring a time related level of processor activity in a CPU by counting over a predetermined 
Um > interval, p rocessor operation events involving selected memory access operations, and 



ina easing or decreasing the CPU processor performance level according to the monitored level 
of processing activity compared with a reference level . 

29. (currently amended) A method according to daim 28, wherein the processor activity is 
detainnined by mon i tor i ng counting a ccesses by ttie processor to memory coupled to the 
processor. 

30. [(previously presented) A method according to claim 28, wherein the monitored memory 
acoiss operations comprise cache memory read misses and write operations.

A computer system comprising: 



(previously presented) 
processor; 
memory coupled to the processor; 

a mbnitor operable to determine processor activity level based on selected processor access 
operations associated with said memory; and 

cine jitry operable to increase or to decrease processor performance level in response to the 
monitored level of processor activity changing from a threshold. 

32. [(previously presented) A computer system according to claim 31, including cache 
memory coupled to the processor, and wherein said monitor is operable to monitor cache hits 
to qetermine processor activity level,

memory coupled to the processor, and wherein said monitor is operable to monitor cache 
met iory read misses and write operations to determine processor activity.

a processor;

a monitor operable to determine processor activity level based on selected processor 
input/output operations associated with at least one of said devices; and 
circuitry operable to increase or to decrease processor performance level in response to the 
monitored level of processor activity changing from a threshold,
